The Rotary club through In 
dividual contributions has built 
up a Pueblo fund of $500, 
which the committee hopes to 
add, through a drive, soliciting 
all clubs and organizations In 
Torrance.

New Edison Power Line From 
Boulder Dam to So. Calif. Slated

A million barrels of fuel ol 
for- Pacific war needs will   be 
saved annually by the Immedl 
ate construction of a new South 
?rn California Edison Company 
najor transmission line froi 
3oulder Dam to Southern Call 
"ortila, according to C. C. Bart 
( H, Edison Company district 
nanager. Preliminary field work 
x in progress on the project, 
vhlch will cost approximately 
4,600,000. The project will Irt 
lude construction of a 220,000
 olt transmission line to connect 
i'lth present facilities, and the 
luilding of a new major sub- 
tation.
"Every possible measure Is 

elng taken to speed construe- 
ion of the line to meet war 
eeds as soon as possible," Mr.
 artlctt said. ''If Is estimated 
lat the project will be com- 
leted and in operation the lat­ 
er part of this year. Its size is 
idicated by the fact that sev- 
ral months are required for- the 
lanufacture of special materi- 
Is, and that after 'major con- 
.ruction work gets under way, 
"om five to six months will be 
equired to complete the line

and the substation.
"Although Southern Califor­ 

nia receives electric power main­ 
ly from hydro-electric sources, 
fuel oil is used in steam-elec­ 
tric generating plants which op- 
crate when necessary to com­ 
plement hydro-generation. Avail­ 
ability of this additional hydro­ 
electric power from Boulder 
Dam   will result in a valuable 
saving of fuel oil needed by our 
ships and planes to defeat Ja­ 
pan.

"Because of the wartime im­ 
portance of the new line, the 
War Production Board has 
granted special approval for the 
purchase of materials and se­ 
curing the necessary manpower. 

"The 125,000 kilowatts of 
lergy to. bo-carried on the line 
11 be generated at Boulder 

Dam by generators installed to 
supply power to the Metropoll- 
ja.n Water District and Basic 
Magnesium, Inc. Existing trans­ 
mission facilities of the Metro­ 
politan Water District will be 
used from the dam to the Hay- 
'ield pumping plant, of the Met­ 
ropolitan Water District, located 
on the desert. From that point,

the new Edison line will be built 
over a 130 mile route In western 
Riverside and San Bernnrdino 
counties to the new substation, 
to bo known as Highgrove. Thr 
new station will supply the 
cities of Riverside, Colton, Red- 
lands, San Bernardlno and sur­ 
rounding territory, supplement­ 
ing existing facilities.

"Orders have been placed by 
the Edison Company for more 
than $2,000,000 of major items 
of materials that require con­ 
siderable time for manufactur­ 
ing, with deliveries on some ex­ 
pected within the next sixty 
days.

"Engineering for the project, 
including the design of the line, 
the substation and connections 
to the existing Edison system, 
has practically been completed. 
Field engineering is now in 
progress. Work will begin at the 
Hayfield terminus of the Metro­ 
politan Water District's line. It 
is. estimated that about 550 men 
will be employed at the peak of 
the construction activities.

"The new line will be the Edi­ 
son Company's third 220,000 volt 
circuit from Boulder Dam. It is 
being built under Edison super­ 
vision by the Stone and Web­ 
ster Engineering Corporation.
